Marines Leave Quantico, Vir­ 
ginia, Early Monday Morning 
For (Gettysburg. 


LONG LINE OF MARCHERS 


Estimate it Will Require Three Hours 


For Troops Marching Eight Abreast 


to Pass Given Point. 


Starting early 
Monday morning, 
over 5,000 
Marines will 
leave the 
training grounds at Quantico, 
Vir­ 
ginia, on their march through Mary­ 
land with Gettysburg as their objec­ 
tive, where they will conduct annual 
manoeuvres and re-act part of 
the 
historic battle. 
The route the Ma­ 
rines will take coming to Gettysburg 
will be along that taken by a large 
section of the Union forces in 180^, 
it has been announced by the Marine 
Corps headquarters. 
Coming up the Potomac river from 
Quantico, the 
Marines will encamp 
Monday night at East Potomac Park, 
near Washington, 
and 
start early 
Tuesday morning along the Rockville 
Pike. 
Tuesday night they will camp 
at Bethesda, Maryland. On Wednes­ 
day and Thursday nights, camp will 
be pitched at Gaithersburg, 
Friday 
night at Ridgeville and Saturday and 
Sunday nights at Frederick, march­ 
ing into Gettysburg Monday. 
The force will be commanded 
by 
General 
Smedley D. Butler, 
com­ 
mander of the Quantico training sta­ 
tion, and will include more than I,OOO 
pieces of motor equipment, twenty- 
five aeroplanes and one captive bal­ 
loon . 
Captain W. S. 
Shelby, adminis­ 
trative aid to the District of Colum­ 
bia police force, estimates that it will 
take 
the 
Marines, 
moving 
eight 
abreast, three hours to pass a given 
point. 
A special detail of 45 police­ 
men has been assigned to keep the 
passage of the Marines clear while 
they pass through Washington. 
When the Marines arrive here they 
will find the camp already laid out 
for their occupancy. 
A detachment 
is expected to arrive here 
Monday, 
whose task it will be to place the 
grounds in order and make all neces­ 
sary arrangements for the arrival of 
the main contingent. 
This will be 
done according to plans mapped out 
several weeks ago. 
The site of the 
camp lies on the 
Codori farm be­ 
tween Confederate 
avenue and 
the 
Emmitsburg road. 
In connection with the march, ef­ 
forts have been made by residents of 
Walkersville, 
Maryland, to 
have a 
portion of the troops, at least, sent 
along the Frederick and Woodsboro 
turnpike. 
According 
to 
an eye­ 
witness of the original march, 
part 
of the Union 
troops 
followed this 
route, while the 
main body passed 
through Thurmont and Emmitsburg. 
It is not believed that the Marines, 
however, will follow this route, for 
in addition to increasing the march 
by eight miles, it would be necessary 
to traverse many miles of dirt road, 
which in case of inclement weather, 
would be almost impassable with the 
heavy trucks and field pieces accom­ 
panying the marchers. 


NIXON FIELD IS 
OFFICIAL NAME 


College Directors Decree Name 
Given by Students Shall Con­ 
tinue for Athletic Grounds. 


By resolution of the Board of Trus­ 
tees of Gettynburg College, the ath­ 
letic field of that institution, which for 
many years was known as ;Nixon 
Field, has been officially given that 
name. 
It has been said that this 
name was given to the grounds by the 
students, at the tinu* when it was laid 
out as an athletic field, the actual 
surveying work having been done by 
the late Dr. H . B. Nixon, who was 
always popular among 
the students 
of College. 
Since Dr. Nixon has passed away 
and the students who knew him have 
left College, the name was gradually 
dropped and the place wus called the 
Athletic Field. 
The Board of Trustees also decided 
at their recent meeting that in order 
to guard against burdensome extra­ 
vagance, no fraternity in the future 
will be permitted to erect a building 
to cost more than $15,000. 
President 
John F. Dapp announced that Dr. H. 
H. Weber, of York, a graduate of the 
College in the class of 1882, had pro­ 
vided $50,000 for the establishment of 
a professorship at the College. 
Several complaints, it is said, in 
the form of petitions, from different 
sources, were presented to the Board 
and after son** consideration, a com­ 
mittee was appointed to conduct an 
investigation and report at a special 
meeting, to be called by the President.

TO OIL THREE ROADS HERE 


Members of the Pennsylvania Monu­ 
ment Commission 
today gave 
final 
approval of repairs recently completed 
on the 
Pennsylvania 
monument on 
the battlefield* near “ Bloody Angle.” 
After their inspection, the three mem­ 
bers of the commission were unani­ 
mous in the opinion that th^ structure 
was in better condition now than any 
time since its erection twelve years 
ago. 
Those making the inspection 
were the Honorable Charles McKenna, 
of Pittsburgh, chairman of the state 
monuments’ commission, and Captain 
Davis Shields, Pittsburgh, and George 
P. Morgan, Philadelphia, members. 
Work was begun on the repairs last 
August and continued until December 
12 when operations were halted for the 
winter. 
Work was resumed March 
17 last and completed, June 14. James 
Weikert, and William D. Gilbert, local 
contractors, were in charge of the re­ 
pairs. 
N. W. Thomas, of Pittsburgh, 
an architect, was appointed by the 
commission to supervise the repair 
work. 


The first step toward making the 
repairs was to 
drain several 
side 
chambers of the monument which had 
become full of water. 
These cham­ 
bers were cavities in the masonry of 
the four columns supporting the dome 
and upper room of the monument. 
Two barrels of water which had col­ 
lected in these cavities were removed. 
In their place were put tons of con­ 
crete. 
Before the concrete was pour­ 
ed, however, joints, in the sidewalls 
were filled with concrete and then 
waterprofifed so as to guard against a 
recurrence of water set page. 
In all 
about 25 tons of concrete were poured 
into these cavities. 
With the water disposed of, the 
damp condition of the circular stair­ 
way, was found to have been removed. 
It was also found, when the water 
was removed from the cavities in the 
supporting walls, that the stones had 
begun to deteriorate.

The copper plate was removed and 
numerous holes drilled into it so as to 
relieve a sweating condition 'ctirtitfitoi 
in masonry where there is .lack of 
ventilation. 
When work ceased last 
December, the dome and most of the 
upper part of the monument had been 
repaired. 
)' 
This spring special attention was 
given to joints between the blocks of 
masonry from which it was found tho 
concrete had been worn by the ele­ 
ments in the past twelve years. 
In 
all about 3500 feet of joints were re­ 
pointed 
by the 
contractors. 
This 
work was done by filling in with lead 
wool and driving it into the crevices 
with pneumatic hammers. 
Broken and cracked blocks of con­ 
crete forming the floor of the main 
portico of the monument were remov­ 
ed and new concrete blocks substitut­ 
ed. 
The sidewalk around the out­ 
side of the monument was also re­ 
paired with new' concrete. 
A waiter drain in the basement of 
the structure w as repaired and en­ 
larged so as to dispose adequately of 
the water from rains and snows. 
A bronze gate is to he hung at the 
foot of the circular stairway upon its 
arrival. 
This gate will he locked 
every night by battlefield guards and 
unlocked every morning so as to keep 
persons from thd upper room of the 
monument during the night. 
The exact cost of making the re­ 
pairs is not known hut is believed to 
he near the $30,00(1 mark.
